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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Rakavy does not teach 
"allowing a user to create an advertising window" because according to Applicant, in Rakavy, the system calls -not user command - that 
only advertising can be displayed as background wallpaper without implicating user command and used to modify a cursor wih no user 
command implicated. The Examiner answers that Rakavy teaches that the advertising display manager is responsible for selecting and 
displaying advertisements from the User preference and advertisement database, where the user indicates in his preferences whether 
wallpaper or cursor advertisements are allowed (see col 9, lines 35-50). Therefore, contrary to Applicant's argument, there is a user 
command in selecting where advertisement would be displayed . 
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
